Hon. John Jacob Rogers was 
the 


speaker yesterday afternoon before the 
Middlesex Women's club, his subject 
being "Some Recent Tendencies in Fed- 
eral Government." The address wa3 
one of the most interesting and en- 
tertaining of the season's 
program, 


having the smoothness, literary qual- 
ity and thoroughness that go wltb all 
of Mr. Rogers' addresses, but having 
alto the intimacy and conviction that 
could be gained only by the personal 
experience of the speaker. 


At the outset, Mr. Rogers spoke of 


the constitution, declaring that though 


not changed, our government systems- 
have become more centralized or pater- 
nal. It Is questionable, said, the speak. 
cr. If this tendency is wise or the con- 
trary.
